Majority Report in Senate Clears Congressman of 
eyes Charges in Montana Oil Deals

May 14.—Senator Burton K. Wheeler, Democrat, 


Montana, is “wholly exonerated” in a majority report filed today in the 


Senate by Senator Borah, Republican, Idaho, chairman of the special 
committee which investigated charges that Wheeler accepted a fee from 
Gordon Campbell.

WOULD CUT RATES IN HALF 

The Los Angeles Lumber Prod- 
ucts Company has proposed a new 
rate on shipments of lumber from 
the local port that will about cut 
in half the existing charges. At 
present the rates on 1000 feet of 


boxes in fifty-carload lots is $38.30. 
The proposed rate is $4.66. 

Under the present schedule, the 
lumber company declared at the 
hearing that they are unable to 
compete with northern manufac- 
turers beyond a fifty-mile radius of 
the harbor. Even in Imperial Val- 
ley, the local concern asserted, it 
was upable to sell its product be- 
cause of the advantage northern 
operators are alleged to have.
